DAAugult, it is certainly knowen by 
> perſons of credit, thatthe Queenes 
x Admiral generall, wasarived inthe 
river oft London with 25.0r 26.{hips, 
/eithone his Admirall that he went 


S\ foorth in, the which was taken by 


our Admirall 'Saint Iohn : and 1t 1s 
FE publike in England, that to: cover 
cheloſſec of his ſaid ſhip, he gave out that he had changed 
ſlupping for one that was ſwifter of ſaile, the better to tol- 
low our Armada: being notwithſtanding certainly approo- 
ved, that he ſaved himſelfe in a boat, when he loſt his ſhip ; 
and that Drake was cither taken or ſlaine. The-very ſanic 
was cohrmed by the way of Holland, by a pinnaceot theirs: 
_ from Auſterland, that the Queene had commanded 
on paine of death, thatthere ſhould be no; peech of hir 
Ma and that there was great ſorrow in hir kingdome, 
and thatſhe had 30000.men in field, betweene Dover and 
Margat, very rawe ſoldiers ; and that the Catholikes ( per- 
ceiving hir Navie to be ſpoiled) had made a mutinie, which 
cauſed theQueenetogo in perſon into the field, And they 
afirme for moſt true, that theres no thip or boat of ours 
caried into England, more than the ſhip ot Don Pedro ae 
Valdes.

It was then 
an unbridled boldnes in;him thatwrote your Honor this 
matter, Concerning which, read a ſhort-letter, which I 
make in anſwer of that of Diego Perez. poſtmaſter of Lo- 
gronio, and therin ( although I deale ſoftly with him ) you _ 
may ſee, who'Drake is,and whathe hath done in the Indies 
andinSpaine, and chawing it in the cud , you ſhall know 
ſome part of his valor. Your honor ſaith, thatifhe be not _

province of Eſſex, a far different place from Dover & Mar- 
gate..And that bir Majeſtiewas with them, it was ſo; and 
marke:your Honor what I ſaie, that the fight of Julius Ceſar 
in hishoaſt;, wrought not ſo great effe&,as did the ſight of 


hir Majeſtie amongſt hirs; forſhe being a valiant 2fars,and 


ſhewing hir ſelfe a moſt expert warrior , clad hir ſoldiers 


with the webs and fels of Hercsles, where there was not 
any thateſteemed himſelfe inleſſe than a Hamiballor a Ce- 


vola : whereuntothey were invited, by the fight of a tender 
woman, beingthe tirſtthat pur hirſclfe ro ſuch a travell,for 
Chriſtendome; the peace of hir countrie, and for the qui-- 


etnesof hirſubie&s. And who ſo had ſcene hir Majeftie, I 


fay nor, thatheſhould have ſcene an angrie Mars, a [lis 
Ceſar; or Charlemaine ; for all this iswinde in compariſon of 
hir': Burhe ſhould haveſeenc a Debora; a Heſter,a Ruth,and 
aTudith,and finally he ſhould have ſeene a Valour ſecond to 
none. You ſaid farther in your lerter,that hir CMajeftie went 


'roand fromthe Campe, bicauſe the Catholikes had made a mutinie. 


Your Honor knowes- thatit is an old Proverbe, that when

great a fire. You faietarther in your letter chat there was none 
other ſpip brought hither but that of Don Pearo de Valdes, Heerin 
is the publiſhing of victorie gainſaid,and loſſe,evident; the 
which thip, had your Armada bin viors,they had not per- 
mitted to be brought hither,neither was Don Pedro deVal- 
des, {0 ll aſoldier,nor for ſo little,as to ſufer himſelte to be 
taken by a people alreadic overcome, andrunning awaie; 
neither the ſoldiers which he had with him ( which were 
fower hundrethat leaſt) of lefle valor then the reſt of thoſe 


of the Armada, they were rather everie man to conquere 2 


kingdome, and to give a thouſand vicorics. Bat the thriſe 
noble Lord, high Admirall, not flieng, but aſſaulting,and 
he the'captiveor flaine Drake, his fetters broken, and riſen 
from death; fettered the conquerers, and bereayed their 
life, wholived a little befoteg In concluſion there were no 


more (hips brought into England but that of Don Pedro, 


as for the reſt(for a better demonſtration of the truth)they

were the:remainder of foweror five hundreth , which he 
had-with him ; and in the other was taken Don Diego 3+

teſt Engliſh men,as thine eninues,to.maintaine the opinion 
of men,&'thon perſccuteſt not the Turke,to maintaineand 


defend that of God. Thou perſecuteſt Engliſhmen,poorein 
_ goods &richin faith, 8 thou perſecuteſt not the Turkerich 
in ſubſtance,and altogither without faith. Thou troubleſt 


the minds both of us and thy owne common weale, and 
thou cauſeſt tranquilitie amongſt the Turks, enimies tous 
all : thou makeſt wars againſt Chriſtianiſine, and giveſt 
peace unto Paganiſme. Finally thatlwhich reſults heerof1s, 
that Chriſtianirie weepeth,and Genrilitic laugheth ; Chri- 


ſtianitie troubled,and Gentilitie at quiet; Chriſtianitie in 


wars and the Gentils in peace : Chriſtians in torments, 
Gentils in contentments : Chriſtians in mourning weeds, 


 Gentils in feaſts; and Chriſtians in burials,and the Gentils 


in ſports.Behold heer,Spaine, whereto thou halt made this 
great and coſtly Armada, todiſcontent thy friends , and 
pleaſure thy enimies:and the better to pleaſure them, thou 
wouldeſt not content thee with lefle than the bereaving of 
the life of thoſe of this kingdome. And put caſe it had fal- 


Jen out according to thy thoughts,doſt thou not conſider 


how deere it would haue coſt thee, and that thou ſhouldeſt 
have remained onely with the lordſhip of earth and ſtones,

artalreadie,whichlofle conſiſteth not in ſacksof wool and 


othermerchandiſe, and money, bur of thy met: Now for 
Naples,nowe Cicilia, for Lumbardie, Flanders(which # rhy 
Sepalchre) tor the Indies, Portingall, and the Terceras, for 


thy owne coalts, for Barbarie , for the Ilandes of Mayork 


and Menorcke,for Sardenia,& thegallies, & finally for the 
frontiers of thy owhie kingdome. -And if thou couldeſt de- 
cernethe people thateverichower goeth outof thee, thou 
ſhouldeſtfee how-ſ608 thowart like ro lic waſte, for though 
thouhaſt muchground, yet-isit not all peopled, and that 
whichiis inhabited ,'hath'iwant both-ot men and women, 
but ſpecially of men, andſoif thou ſhouldeſt compaſſe to 
conquer this kintdome ; thou muſt leave rhy'owneto the 


Mooresz who'if the knew the few ten that thowhaſlt, they 


would not ſleepe ſo long, neither leave thee atfiich reſt; 
though peradventuretheirreſt, is for our unreſt; as one 
ſhouldfaie, let now Chriſtians breake one anothers heads, 
levone kill/atiother', and after we will enter to keepe the 


peacezand ſo remaine lords of all; Who doubteth but that 


the Turke rejoiceth'at the troubles in Fraunce. And no 
lefſe would he rejoice, that thou, 0, -Spaine ſtoodeſt in the 
| like eſtate; yea, that there were no Chriſtianitie in the 
_ world. 'You ſee then heereby, that the deſire which you 
bad, to bereave Engliſhmen of their life, was to conſent 
with-chatof the Turks. Againſt this thy wicked deſire, did 
the nighty arme of God oppoſe it ſelfe, that thou mighteſt 
nor paſle on therewith, hindring thy ſo ill a thought, and 
puniſhing thy(ſo greata) follie : puniſhing thee, as thou 
wouldefthave puniſhed vs.” Content thy ſelfe Spaine. with 
thar thoi haſt','& defire not ro embrace more within thy 
armes;then thou art wellable to compaſle, tor he'that ſo 
doth'tannot hold it faſt: and he that murmures at many is 
hated of many,and he that diſquiereth many;is perſecuted 
of many.'O deere Spaine,andif thowdidſt but knowe and

conſider, how dangerousa thing itis, to procure king- 
domes and S:gniories, by unlawfull meanes, and by preju- 
dicing thy neighbors and. brethren; how ſhouldeſt thou 
then withdraw thy hands from ſo many wars, excuſe thee 
of ſo many hard labors,and perſecutions, and lofſe of men 
and money:: how much more, I know thou art not igno- 
rant of that old proverbe which ſaith ; Thar which is wellget- 


_ tenus loſt: but thatwhich ts ill, both it,and the getter. It is a rulc 


of right, That of goods ill gotten, the thirdheire ſhall never enjoie. 
Opea thy eies,0,Spaine, and (ce what beſt complieth thee. 
Example heerot we have in the ſacred Scripture. That He-, 
rode eAſcalonita, which tyrannically ayd againſt reaſon and *** 
juſtice, had uſarped the kingdome of Iudea, had his cies 
ſcant cloſed up, when his kingdom was divided into fower 

arts, and in the principall parte thereof, which was Iudea, 
ſacceeded a Gentile for preſident,called Pilate. 

The tribes which Prany 28 tyrannically uſurped is a mat-- 3.King.r2, 

ter well knowne,that all his ſonnes enjoied them not. And 
king Achab(which unlawfully poſſeſſed anothers heritage) 
his houſe was deſtroied by /ebx. Neither ſhould it better 4-King.16. | 
befall thee, 0, Spaine,then it'did unto Achab, leroboam,and 


Herode; for hadſt thou gotten thy pretence, yet ſhouldeſt 


thou not have enjoied it,for being il gotten. Bur me thinks 
I heare thee,o,Spaine to ſaie, that ifthe heires of theſe en- 
joied not the goods and poſſefiions which they got, it 
was bicauſe they got it againſt reaſon, juſtice, and the will 
of God. Bur that thou cameſt with thy mightie Armada, 
by the ordinance of God and government of the holic 
Ghoſt,and therefore thou cameſt to deſtroy and kill, and . 
that thon ſhouldſt have enjoied thatwhich thou had{t got- 
ten. If,of ſo vaine a preſumption,thou couldlt alleage anie 
lace of theſacred Scripture in thy defence; then neither 
would I call thy preſumption vaine,nor gainſate thee. But I 
gainſay thee, bicauſe thou haſt no reaſon, 8&1 cal it yain, bt- 
cauſe they are ſmokes of thy vainglorics,like thoſe of them 
(of whom ©MHoyſes ſpeaketh). thar woulde builde a tower, Geo.zr.

That they ſhould not encline to the Gods of the Gentils but that they 


| ſhould deſtroy and breake their altars. And afterwardsthe Lord 


ſaith unto ©AMoyſes : Take heede to thy ſelfe that thou make no 
compatt with the inhabitant; of the land, whether thou goe#t, leaft 
they be the cauſe of ruine among#it you. But you ſpall overthrowe 
their altars, and breake their images in peeces, and cut downe their 
groaves. God commanded /oſxa to deſtroy the citie of Ie- 
richo,cyen to the overthrowing of the wals. All the inhabi- 
tants of 4; were deſtroied and the citie laid waſte, God 
commanded Gideon to deſtroy the altar of Baa/, and he did 
it, So then theſe, (and others which I mightalleage: ) It 
they conquered kingdomes, (lew the people,and raced ci- 
ties unto the grounde, it was by the commandement of 


God. Forſuch kingdomes, people, and provinces lived, 


prejudiciall to the honor of God. But who commanded 
thee,0o, Spaine,to come to make war upon Engliſhmen ? If 
it were by the commandement of God,and for their idola- 
trie; give us teſtimonic and ſhew us the place where God 
ſpake,and ſhew us thy 2Zoyſes, thy /oſbxa,or thy Gideon : and 
ifit were by ill counſellers, puniſh them, and repent thee of 
that which is done,and amend from hence foorth.1] would 
gladly know which of theſe two cauſes ſtirred up this war, 
whether the commandement of God, or ill counſell. To 
the firſt I ate ( if thou ſaieſt it was by the comandement of 


 God)that thou erreſt in {o ſaieng,fith heaven & earth ſhall 


faile, but the word of God ſhall never faile : and ſo, had his 


divine Majeſtie' commanded thee rocome, he had given 


thee vicorje : he gave it thee not; then he was not pleaſed 
with thy comming.Hepromiſed the land of promiſe to the. 
children of Iſrael, and though the countrie was ſtrong, and 
the defenders ſtrong and many,and they weake and weary; 
yethe gaveitthem : and to thee would he have given this: 
Iland, had he promiſed it thee. Beſides this, thy comming 
could nor be acceptable to God, neither was it with his 
conſent:For God now.,is not a blouddy God, but a gg vac 

 loye; 
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lovez he puniſheth not nowe in a ſtrong arme, (as he was 
woontunderthat hard lawe) butwith a hand of compaſſi- 


on: and thy\comming was., throwing lightnings, thun+ 
ders, and thunderbolts, andſaieng;let them die, let them 
dic,let not a man remaine alive; a matter moſt abhomina- 
ble to God,ergo, without his conſeyt. That God comman- 
ded the captaines of his people,to deſtroy the gods,altars, 
wals,and groves of their enimies., and toputthem to the 
ſword,thecauſe was(as I ſaide alittle before) bicauſe God 
was offtendediand diſhonored by them. Burt we according 
to:the/povertic of our ſtrength, blefſe, & give God thanks, 


and the honor that 1s his, we give itinot to creatures: Then 


itis likely he would not prez us-to be deſtroied by 
thy wrathfull hand; When his people of Ifraell committed 
' idolatrie,, he put them into his eniumices hands, and when 
_ .theyacknowledged their ſin, hedelivered them : But God 

_ deliycred nothis people of England into the hands of the 
Spanyards: then God comanded'them not to com againſt 
England,neither is this kingdome an enimie to God. The 
Gentiles had many. gods, but Engliſhmen, onely one God, 
Fatber,Sonnc,and holie Ghoſt, three perſons, and one 0n- 
lie true God, omnipotent, and creator of the univyerſall. 
Andinſuch ſort we belceve in this God; that we confound 


not the perſons : for'one perſon is of the Father ,' another 


of the Sonne; another 'of the holie Ghqgſt; and ſo we be- 
leevethree perſons,thatyet we. make not three Gods, but 
oneGod ; as the ſcripture doth teach: hs, where he faith; 
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Heareg,1ſrael,the\Lard our God,zs Lord onely. Henameth God Deurs. 


three times, bicauſe heconſiſteth of three perſons :and bi- 
cauſe theſe three perſons are one God,andnot three.gods; 
hefaith , « Lordonely :and for that of this'blefſed Trinitie, 
the ſecond perſon wasincarnatc,and clothed bimfelfe with 
our humanitie (for our\ſalvation ) therefore heſaith in the 


ſecond place,our God, If rhen we have.one God, whoſe pur- . 


ſons we.confqund nor;, afid whoſe ſubſtance we ſeparate 
not; and ſay tharthis God,cloathed/himſelfe with our-mi- 
ſeries for our ſalvation , and reconciled us. with the ever- 
laſting father , whom(-according to our ſmall power ):we 
23: gs ”; 7 "0 worſhip 
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worſhip, and ſerve and obeic him according to his lawes, 
and not after the lawes ofmen : Then we have not:manic 
gbds, with the Gentiles, ncither are we tdolators;, why 
God ſhouldſendyou to make war upon us: and hence'l 
conclude ; that ſecing God ſent you not, that it is the ſe- 
cond cauſe that mooved you: Which is ill counſellers;who 
mooved by ſome ſecret hatred , decciving their king, and 
deſtroic his kingdome : The deſtroiers of kings and king- 
domes are il counſcllers. Three hundred yeeres the:Ro- 
manes made wars upon thee, yet never werſt thou over- 
come ofthem, butalwaies victor, till ſuch timeas ll coun- | 
ſellers deceived thee; ſowing in thee hatred and diviſion. 
The ill counſels of the falſe prophets, deſtroied Jezabet, 
Achab,and others. And ſo thee,o,Spaine;have thy il coun- 
ſcilers, and falſe prophets, waſted: and deſtroied.. One of 
the chiefeſt cauſeswhy, thou haſt obtained ſomany vio- 
ries againſt Turkes, Moores, the French , and other nati- 
Ons, hath\bin bicauſe of thy good counlellers : the conſer- 
vation of the prince and people depends upon good coun- 
ſell. And fo, many ddpaabdo perſonages, have exalted 
manic for their good counſell,and utterly rejected il coun- 
ſellers an "vn Oftavins Anguftui gave the dignity of 
Conſulthip,to the philoſ Frontonizes,with ſundry other 
dignities, for giving good counſel. Marcus Antonixs cauſed 
beereced, which might remaine for a memorie 
bration of his name, for the excellencie of his 
,and good counſels,asrecordeth [wlims Capitolinus 

eEmperor'Daomerian made Scillizs oftentimes Confil for 
his good counſcll,as may be gathered, by certaine verſesof 
Aldartial. Traan cariedwith Fins ihis<chariot triumphall 
rufie,as athcmeth Smidas,for his good counſels, which 
he obeied; The Emperor Conftantive nadeeAblabing of his 
Royall counſcltfor hisgood counſel; ſoſaith'Eutropiai,and

And Achab and 
Jefabelt being wicked , ſo were the people : ſo that a good 
king hath-good bjecs; and ſo as hir Majeſtic is merciful, 
ſo are hir ſubjects; and hence it groweth, that the Englith- 
men notreſpecing the tyrannie of this war, nor the bloud- 
die hands of the ſoldiers;"buc uſing clemencie with the 
priſoners, \they have not taker their lives, bar rather as 
though thewars had bin ſuch, as was betweene Charles 
and Francs, (o have they bin well intreated and ſuccoured 
with meate, withapparell, hoſe and ſhooes, ſhirts, firin 
and otherneceflaries; n ſecming to beſorie, an 
to bewaile the poore $ ds , which periſhed in Ire- 
land, by thehands of the ſavage Iritmen; -and to ſerve for 
meate,ſomein the ſea for the fiſh, and others on the land, 
tor the carrion Crowes; {o that they ſorrowe the loſle of 
the dead, and ſaccour the neceſſitie of the priſoners.
